A MAMMOTH BUSINESS INSTITUTION. 
— 


Ar Salt Lake City, on Thursday, 
April 3, 1890, the forty-second semi- 
annual meeting of the stockholders of 
Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile Iusti- 
tution was held. | 

The President’s report was read. 
It congratulated the stockholders on 
the success that had attended the in- 
stitution’s business for the past six 
months. The sales had not only in- 
creased, but the profits were also in 
excess of what they were for the six 
months reported a year The 
President stated that while the severe 
drouth of last season, and consequent 
short crop, had caused some of the 
stores to fall a little behind in their 
payments, yet the whole of the out- 
standing indebtedness owing to the 
institution did not exceed the sales of 
six weeks. He referred to the addi- 
tion that had been made to the branch 
store at Ogden, now completed, and 
the remodeling of the retail floor of 
the same store, so as to make it more 
suitable to the business, and fully u 
to the requirements of the first-class 
retail store of to-day. At Logan, 
several improvements had been made, 
the principal one being the erection 
of a cold storage cellar for storing 
butter, eggs, and such other products, 
which were handled in large quanti- 


ties. 
In the main building in Salt Lake 
City, the steam —— apparatus had 
entirely renewed; whereas un- 
der the old system it took from fifty 


to seventy-five pounds steam pressure 
to — heat the building, under 
the new system from two to five 
pounds is the extent of the steam 
pressure indicated, and the heating of 
the entire building has been perfect. 
It has been evident, he said, for some 
time past, that there was urgent need

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE.

WE have received a very interesting letter from President J oseph Ls 


of the London Conference, dated April 21st, from which we make the 
following extract: 

We rejoice to know that in the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
have brethren and sisters who have hearts beating with love and sym- 
pathy to an extent that is unknown in the outside world. We have 
often felt very thankful to God for “Mormonism,” when we have wit- 
nessed the cold indifference of our neighbors in this land toward each 
other. They have their sickness and trouble, and even death, yet the 
nearest neighbor knows nothing about it, and if they do learn of it, they 
seem to be perfectly indifferent, so long as they themselves are ‘not 
afflicted. We thank God that by the restoration of the Gospel, through 
Joseph Smith, the hearts of thousands have been touched, and that pure 
love has sprung into existence, which had been lost to the children of 
men for ages, but has now commenced to operate upon those who have 
obeyed the doctrines of salvation. We rejoice and praise God in the 
knowledge that we have been drawn into a community where the ‘true 
love of God and of each other is enjoyed and understood. 

“T think I reported to you a few days ago, that we had held several 
very interesting open-air meetings this month. We were feeling quite 
encouraged by the good hearing given us, and the hope that we would not 
be molested in this labor; but we may expect to have a good deal of prob- 
able annoyance, as we have in our vicinity the notorious Jarman anti 
“Mormon” show. We have suffered a great many indignities at the hands 
of some men here in London at different times, and on one occasion had 
one of their number bound over to keep the peace—his name is Shailor. 


Last Sunday afternoon he came into meeting,.and walked up the front 


seat but one, and when we were about to adminster the Sacrament, he 
drew a paper from his pocket, which bore a full page illustration of a 
woman bound down to the floor by the wrists, and a man standing over 
her with a horsewhip, while across the paper was the announcement that 
the cut represented Mormon” life in Utah. I stepped down from the 
platform, and informed Mr. Shailor that he would have to put up the 
paper or leave the hall, as he was holding it above his left shoulder; that 
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all the congregation who were seated behind him might see it. He 
declined to accede to my request, until he saw me putting on my hat with 
the intention of calling an officer, and he then started for the door, but 
on reaching this he declined to go out, and I then gave him a little assist- 
ance, which resulted in his leaving the hall in a manner that seemed to 
astonish him not a little. However, he left us and troubled us no more 
for the day. In the evening a stranger stepped into the back part of the 
ball,. and took a seat near the door, but few of the Saints having noticed 
his entrance. After we had enjoyed ourselves in a most excellent meet- 
ing, the Lord having comforted our hearts by the influence ‘of His Spirit, 
and we had drawn our services to a close, this person elbowed his way 
through the congregation, until he came within a few feet of the platform, 
when he asked in deep, guttural tones, whether any questions would be 
answered. As I recognized the speaker, I informed him they would not, 
and he then, in tones which I suppose he thought most dreadful, com- 
menced to denounce us as impostors, hypocrites, etc. He was a peculiar 
looking specimen of humanity. His hair was long, falling upon his 
shoulders. He wore a long coat, almost down to his heels, with a long 
shoulder cape and a heavy white muffler, and with the unnatural sound 
he gave his voice, I do not doubt he thought he was making a deep im- 
pression; but he found himself gently going toward the door, and out on 
to the pavement. He did not attempt to enter the hall again, and 
this willingness on his part to remain outside was the only evidence of 
his sanity that we could discover. This man was none other than Barn-

FATHER WARDROBE DEAD. 
—0 


Fatuer John Wardrobe, whose form 
has been familiar to residents of Salt 
Lake City, for about thirty-seven 
years, passed from this life on the 
evening of April 3, 1890, at his home 
in the Twentieth Ward, of general 
debility and of old age. He attained 
his eightieth year on the 26th of 
December last. : 

Brother Wardrobe was born in the 
— of Shotts, Lanarkshire, Scot- 
and, in 1809. In July, 1840, he was 
baptized by Elder Alexander 8 
and was the first to whom the ordin- 
ance of baptism was administered in 
Glasgow in the daytime ; two others 
having been baptized a few evenings 
before. In 1842 he came to America, 
and was with the company on board 
the Stdney when the mother of Presi- 
dent George Q. Cannon died. On 
arriving in the United States he and 
his family suffered greatly from sick- 
ness and poverty. After reaching 
Nauvoo he was engaged for a\ portion 


of the time on the Nauvoo Tem 
He was in Nauvoo when the Prophet 
and Patriarch were murdered, and 
also witnessed the scenes there when 
the mob attacked the Saints, burn- 
ing their houses and property, and 
were engaged pillaging and plunder- 
ing “Mormon” homes. Amid these 
conditions, Brother Wardrobe, with 
his rifle in one hand, drove the last 
nail in the tower of the Nauvoo Tem- 
ple. There were with him at the 
time Brothers Folsom and Angel. 
During the fight of several days pre- 
ceding the driving of the Saints from 
that city, his wife and three children 
were missed ; he afterwards found 
them secreted in a haystack, where a 
friend had placed them. In * 
ber 1852, he reached U and has 
resided here ever since. He was an 
honest, industrious man, full of integ- 
rity to his religion. His life has been 
one of, faithfulness.— Deseret News.
